Co ntra cto r Edwa rd Hurley Ta lkslEn* 
terta iniugfly o n the Subject 
o f Street Pa v ing. 


Edward Hurley , the co ntracto r, 
who is erecting the Y , M. C. A. 
building at Mo berly , info rms the 


D e m o cr a t that 14,000,000 pav ing 
bricks will be manufactured there 
this seaso n, and it is impo ssible to 
supply the demand. 
Of this num­ 
ber, 3,000,000 hav e been shipped 
to Kansas City alo ne, the price 
being so mething like $io per tho u­ 
sand at the kiln. 
These bricks are the equal o f the 
famo us Galesburg, 111., bricks, and 
can be bro ught here much cheaper, 
o wing to lo wer 
freight 
rates. 
Speaking o f street pav ing, Mr. Hur­ 
ley said to the D e m o c r a t : 
“ The peo ple o f Mo berly hav e the 
right idea abo ut pav ing. 
They do 
no t require a co ncrete fo undatio n 
upo n which to lay bricks, as has 
alway s been demanded in Sedaiia, 
and in co nsequence they can pav e 
much cheaper there than we can 
here. 
“ The co ntract fo r the pav ing o f 
ano ther street there has just been 
let and the wo rk is to be do ne at 
o nce. 
“ Here at ho me we o ught to hav e 
at least a po rtio n o f Grand av enue 
pav ed this seaso n. 
It wo uld co st 
me a co nsiderable sum if this was 
do ne, but I wo uld be glad o f an 
o ppo rtunity to make the ex pendi­ 
ture.” 
“ If Sedaiia was to fo llo w the 
Mo berly plan, ho w much wo uld it 
co st per square y ard to pav e Grand 
av enue?” asked the 
D e m o c r a t 
man, 
“ I wo uld be willing to do the 
wo rk fo r $1.25 per square y ard,” 
answered Mr. Hurley . 
“ There is 
no necessity fo r a co ncrete fo unda­ 
tio n, such as we hav e o n Ohio 
street and Bro adway . 
All that is 
needed is a co uple o f inches o f Flat 
Creek grav el, o n to p o f which 
there sho uld be an inch o f sand, in 
which the bricks sho uld be laid. 
“ This thing o f cementing the 
jo ints is all bo sh. 
The sum o f 
$1,200 was ex pended fo r cement 
alo ne in pav ing Ohio street fro m 
the railro ad to Bro adway , 
and 
the 
mo ney might just as well 
hav e been thro wn into the sewer. 
“ The pav ing o n Bro adway co st 
$2 a square y ard, but that o n 
Ohio street was laid fo r $1.25 per 
square y ard, as the co ncrete fo un­ 
datio n was already do wn. 
“ Brick sho uld be the pa v ing o f 
the future 
in Seda lia . It ca n be 
, put do wn fo r $1.25 a y ard, with a 


ten y ear guarantee, and it will last 
fro m fo rty to fifty y ears, 
“ I talked with an ex pert at Mo ­ 
berly the past week and he assured 
me that the brick pav ing that was 
laid o n a grav el and sand fo unda­ 
tio n w’^o uld last lo nger than the o ne 
put do wn o n a fo undatio n o f co n­ 
crete. 
The fo rmer will giv e a lit­ 
tle when a heav y v ehicle passes 
o v er it, while with a fo undatio n o f 
co ncrete under the bricks there is 
no thing o f the kind, and in co nse­ 
quence 
the 
bricks 
wear 
o ut 
much faster than they o therwise 
wo uld. 
“ Take the brick pav ing o n Sec­ 
o nd, Ohio and Bro adway streets 
here and it will last fo r an in­ 
definite perio d. 
“ There is v ery little go ing o n in 
Sedalia no w, and if it is po ssible to 
get a few blo cks o f Grand av enue 
pav ed, fro m the railro ad so uth, 
this summer and fall, it o ught to 
be do ne. 
“ There is ano ther piece o f wo rk 
that is badly needed this seaso n, 
and that is the repav ing''o f Third 
street fro m Sacred Heart church 
east tOgLamine street. 
“ The asphalt is wo rn o ut co m­ 
pletely , and the tho ro ughfare is 
ev en wo rse than Grand av enue 
witho ut any attempt at pav ing. 
“ Brick 
is 
needed, 
and 
the 
wo rk can be 
do ne 
fo r 
abo ut 
$1.35 per square 
y ard. 
There 
is no co ncrete 
fo undatio n 
o n 
this street like there is o n Ohio , 
and it is because o f this fact that 
it will co st in the neighbo rho o d o f 
10 cents per square y ard mo re to 
do the wo rk. 
“ I am no t talking fro m the 
standpo int o f a co ntracto r, but, in­ 
stead, o f a pro perty o wner o n bo th 
tho ro ughtares,who believ es the in­ 
v estment wo uld be a go o d o ne, be­ 
sides furnishing emplo y ment fo r 
much o f the labo r that is no w idle 
in Sedalia.”

near co m m ittin g a frigh tfu l injus­ 
tice 
near 
E n g le w o o d , 
l o 
miles 
southeast of Colu m bia, last S a tu r­ 
day. 
T h e ir victim w as a negro, 
E d Johnston, accused of attem p t­ 
in g to assault M iss V ir g ie Hudson 
in that v ic in ity T h u rsd ay. 
T h e y o u n g lady had ridden on 


horseback to the postoffice at E n ­ 
glew o o d to mail a letter w h en she 
noticed a negro w a tc h in g her in a 
suspicious and threatening manner. 


W h ile rid in g home Mins H udson 
w as fo llo w ed to a lonely spot by 
the negro and assaulted. 
H e suc­ 
ceeded in d ra g g in g her from her 
horse, but became 
frightened at 
her shrieks and fled. 
T h e n ew s soon spread, and in a 


short tim e a furious mob o f fa rm ­ 
ers w ere scouring the neighborhood 
for the negro. 
M iss H udson as­ 
serted that she could id en tify him. 
A f t e r a vigorous search a negro 
w h o g a v e his name as E d Johnston 
w as captured under suspicious cir­ 
cumstances and taken before Miss 
H udson 
for identification. 
T h e 
girl stated that the negro w as the 
man w h o 
attem pted the 
assault. 
T h e negro sw ore that he w as inno­ 
cent, but the mob prepared to make 
short w o r k of him. 
A rope w as secured and the ne­ 
gro w as d ragged to a tree. 
A g a in 
he sw ore that he w as innocent and 
continued his protests until he w as 
hoisted from the ground. A f t e r al­ 
lo w in g him to ^’ an g until his life 
w as almost gone the mob lowered 
him to the ground w ith the hope 
that he w ou ld confess. 
Instead he 
again denied his gu ilt and named a 
w ell k n o w n farmer, 
in the com ­ 
p a n y of w h o m he declared that he 
w as at the time of the assault.

IT BEAKS ON ALL ALIKE. 


William J enninirs Bry an Discusses 
the Snbjeet In a Most Abie 
Manner. 


In an able aiticle on the su bject 
of tax ation, p u blished in the N ew 
Y ork Jou rnal, W illiam Jennm gs 
B ry an makes the following argu ­ 
m ent in fav or of an income t a x : 
“ Is there any ru le for d eterm in­ 
ing the p rop ortion in which citi­ 
zens shou ld contribu te to the su p ­ 
p ort of the gov ernment ? 
“ A d am Sm ith su ggests a ru le 
which mu st commend itself 
to 
ev ery fair-mind ed p erson. H e say s : 
‘The su bjects of ev ery state ou ght 
to contribu te to the su p p ort of the 
gov ernm ent as nearly as p ossible 
in p rop ortion to their resp ectiv e 
a b ility ; th at is, in p rop ortion to 
the rev enu e which they resp ect­ 
iv ely enjoy u nd er the p rotection of 
the state. 
In the observ ation or 
neglect of this ru le consists w hat 
is called the eq jiality or ineq u ality 
of tax ation.’ 
“ In other word s, a d irect tax 
u p on incomes is the fairest tax that 
can be su ggested . 
A ll tax es are 
really income tax es, 
becau se all 
tax es are p aid ou t of incom e; bu t 
an ind irect tax may w ork great in-

concealed from the p u blic v iew. 
“ Local tax ation in city , cou nty 
and state is u su ally p rop ortioned 
to the p rop erty of the citizen ; bu t 
instead of being entirely eq u itable 
a p rop erty tax is often collected , al­ 
most entirely , from v isible p rop ­ 
erty , leav ing the inv isible p rop erty 
free. 
Those who own real estate, 
borses, cattle, hogs, machinery and 
hou sehold good s cannot ev ad e the 
assessor, bu t those whose wealth 
consists largely of money and ev i­ 
d ences of ind ebted ness too fre­ 
q u ently escap e. 
“ W here v isible p rop erty is tax ed 
and the inv isible p rop erty escap es, 
the p ossessors of v isible p rop erty 
are ov ertax ed in ord er to make u p 
for the ev asion of those who p os­ 
sess inv isible p rop erty . 
Bu t ev en 
when a p rop erty tax is honestly 
collected u p on all forms of p rop ­ 
erty , real and p ersonal, it is not as 
fair a tax as an income tax . 
P rop ­ 
erty may be tem p orarily u np ro­ 
d u ctiv e. 
If a farmer p ay s tax es on 
his land the tax goes on, ev en 
thou gh the crop may fail. 
If a 
money -lend er p ay s a tax u p on his 
money his secu rity may fail or 
there may be d efau lt in the p ay ­ 
m ent of the interest, while an in­ 
come tax ad ju sts itself to the con­ 
d ition of the tax p ay er, being large 
when the income is large and small 
when the income is small. 
“ Then, too, a property tax does 
not reach those who enjoy a con­ 
siderable income under the protec­ 
tion of the gov ernment and y et 
consume the income without in­ 
v esting in real or personal proper­ 
ty . 
The income tax reaches all. 
“ W hile ou r local tax es are not 
collected w ith absolu te ju stice, we 
make a nearer ap p roach to ju stice 
in local tax ation than we d o in the 
collection of ou r fed eral rev enu e. 
U ntil the beginning of the Sp anish 
w ar almost all of the rev enu e col­ 
lected for the su p p ort of the fed eral 
gov ernment came from tw o sou rces 
namely , internal rev enu e tax es 
and im p ort d u ties. 
Internal rev e­ 
nu e tax es, being collected on liq ­ 
u or and tobacco, are not collected 
from the p eop le in p rop ortion to 
their incomes, 
bu t 
in 
p rop or­ 
tion 
to 
the 
liq u or 
and to­ 
bacco 
they 
consu me, 
and 
as 
the 
consu mp tion 
of 
liq u or 
and tobacco d oes not increase ac­ 
cord ing

in effect grad ed it come tax es, the 
largest p er cent being, on the 
av erage, collected from the smallest 
incomes and the smallest p er cent 
from the largest incomes. 
Im p ort 
d u ties collected on consu mp tion 
are also in effect grad ed income 
tax es, bearing heav iest u p on those 
with smallest incomes. 
“ It mu st be ev id ent to the most 
casu al observ er that the bu rd ens of 
the fed eral gov ernment, instead of 
being borne accord ing to the ru le 
laid d own by A d am Sm ith, are 
too heav y u p on the p oor and too 
light u p on the rich. 
The income 
tax p rov id ed by the Wilson bill was 
intend ed as a p artial comp ensation 
for the inju stice d one by the other 
“ The 2 p er cent assessed u p on 
ind iv id u al incomes abov e $4 ,c» o, 
while not su fficient to bring the 
rich u p to an eq u ality with the 
p oor in tax ation, was a step in the 
right d irection. 
Mu ch fau lt was 
fou nd with the ex emp tion p rov id ed 
in the law. 
M any who d id not 
u nd erstand the reason for the ex ­ 
em p tion, p rotested against it, and 
insisted that the 2 p er cent shou ld 
ap p ly to all incomes, large and 
small. 
Bu t since ex cessiv e bu r­ 
d ens are laid u p on the p ossessors 
of small incomes by internal rev e­ 
nu e tax es and im p ort d u ties, 
it 
wou ld be manifestly u nju st to con­ 
tinu e the ineq u ality by m aking 
them p ay a p er cent eq u al to that 
collected from the p ossessors of 
large incomes. 
“ The 2 -p er-cent tax u p on the 
net income of corp orations was d e- 
fend ed u p on the grou nd that the 
corp oration enjoy s sp ecial p riv i­ 
leges conferred Dy law, and occu ­ 
p ies mu ch of the time of the fed ­ 
eral legislatu re, the fed eral ex ecu ­ 
tiv e and the fed eral cou rts. 
“ Ju st p rior to the p assage of the 
W ilson bill I obtained , throu gh the 
cou rtesy of Secretary Gresham, 
statistics from a nu mber of Eu ro- 
p ean gov ernments.

It is an interesting and 
delicate question, with moral argu­ 
ments on both sides, but ought not 
to be beyond solution.
